NEW YORK.—A shillalah is neither 
a household article nor is it furniture,

FORCAMP CUSTER 


BATTLE CREEK, Mich.—The use of 
the west end of Camp Custer as a per- | 
manent army hospital has been sug- | 
gested. It is declared the buildings 
of the camp are so laid out that sag 
cantonment might serve for two sepa- 
rate and complete military establish- 
ments. Between the two parts of the 
cantonment is located a large tract of 
vacant land. 

The western portion of the camp is 
leclared to be ideally situated for the 
location of an enormous military hos: 
pital and it is here that much of the 
reconstruction and other surgical and 
medical work for the wounded from 
overseas to be brought to the camp 
will be done. Many of the hospital 
structures here are of a semi-perma- 
nent character, which could be made 
permanent at small additional cost, it 
is declared. 

The camp has an expensive and ex- 
cellent water system and is supplied 
with pure water. It has a large and 
efficient electrical plant and its own 
railroad and switching yards. There 
are excellent paved highways and an 
interurban spur. Both parts of the 
camp are served by all of these.

hailed with pleasure by many who 
have braved the acetic dangers of the 


| product at the risk of smarting eyes 


and embarrassment, often acute to 
others, as well as those delving into the 
citric depths. 

The elimination of the squirt from 
the shaddock effectually domesticates 
that fruit and makes it sufficiently 
gentle to attract the most timid. Te 
main trouble with the juicy edible in 
the past has been the deadiv accuracy 
of its aim when it was sufficiently Ir1‘i- 
tated to explode, 

Often the unsuspecting eyes of the 
one partaking or of those who sat 
nearby were penetrated with marks- 
manship that seldom failed. To com- 
plicate matters, the yellow citrus was 
invariably silent and uncommunicative 
as to its fell designs. It wduld lull sus- 
picious caution to rest and thus betray 
the unwary into a feeling of false se- 
curity, to be rudely shattered by sud- 
den attack. 

While the grapefruit has many imi- 
tators among those table offerings 
which boast baffling uncertainty in 
conduct, none has been able to sur- 
nass it for sheer Teutonic deviltry. Its 
instinctively treacherous methods of 
warfare are comparable with those of 
the submarine that strikes when least 
suspected. 

Although the olive and dill pickle 
have also developed tricks which fre- 
quently lead to unpleasantness, these 
are mild in comparison with the vicious 
traits of the ungentle shaddock. The 
perfection of the gas mask suggested 
relief from the stinging squirt, but, 
happily, the discovery by the depart- 
ment of agriculture that, by crossing 
the grapefruit with a tangerine, the’ 
peril is obviated settles the matter | 
more satisfactorily.

DRAFT HOUSING 
CODE TO SOLVE 
STATE PROBLEM 


Welfare. 


A “state housing code” for Illinois 
{is being drafted by Lawrence Veiller 
of New. York City, secretary of the 
American Housing association; Charles 
B. Ball of Chicago, of the Chicago 
department of health, and State’ Séna- 
tor Harold C. Kessinger of Aurora. 

The bill will be modeled upon the 
Michigan‘code passed two years ago. 
The Michigan law includes Detroit, and 
all other cities above 10,000 population. 

The bill will be the most modern. 
presented so far in any. state legisla- 
ture, and more stringent than the bill 
introduced two years ago by Senator 
Kessinger. 

“The amount of the lot that can be 
builded upon, plumbing, at least one 
outside window for every room, includ- 
ing bathrooms, are features of the pro- 
posed code,” Senator Kessinger said. 
“ All classes of buildings, single, double, 
and apartment dwelling houses, will 
be. included. Only jails, state institu-, 


tions, lodging houses, and hotels are 
exempted.

Investors’ War Tax Heavy. 
The numerous changes made in th 
war revenue bill during its passage 
through the senate do not serve to lighten 
the burden on ‘investors. In its present 
form this bill, like its predecessors, im- 
poses the larger part of the tax on the 

people who own the corporations, 

The levy amounts to confiscation of a 
great part of the profits of corporations 
in the year 1918. If those profits were 
in the treasuries in the form of cash the 
tax would be merely onerous. But in 
many cases they are in the form of fin- 
ished goods and materials in process of 
manufacture. All this property must be 
valued for purposes of taxation on the 
basis of market prices of Dec. 31. Every- 
body knows that Dec. 81 prices were 
much inflated, and nearly everyone hopes 
and expects that a sharp decline will set 
in at once. If these expectations are 
realized the corporations will not be able 
to tura their paper profits into cash. 
They wl be obliged to liquidate their 
big inventories oma falling market and, 
though the profits thus disappear, the 
tax will remain and must be paid, 

As has been shown heretofore, this 
burden is laid not alone on men of wealth 
who, perhaps, are able to carry it, but

Every prisoner was required to give his 
parole not to attempt to escape while out 
thus walking; but as the parole was for the 
period of the expedition only, and bound no 
one after return te camp, Gerry and the rest 
gave parole. There avas nothing to prevent 
an officer using his eyes to get the lay of the | 
ground about the camp, or his ears to pick | 
.up whatever fresh rumors might be afloat 
regarding the American girl in the Schloss 
von Fallenbosch. Thus, those who were to 
escape made mental maps of the neighbor- 
hood and learned that the American girl, 
although condemned, still lived. And Thurs- 
day evening came, overclouded, yet with a 
moon behind the clouds which shone bright 
and clear for minutes at a time, then, ob- 
scured, left all the land in blackness.

| MPLOYERS often have little 
E sense of responsibility concern- 

ing the matter of salaries paid 

to women employés. The idea is 
generally prevalent among employers, 
and the women themselyes are some- 
what to blame for the misconception, 
that women work merely for their own 
support or for pin money, whereas the 


majority of women are actually sup- 
porting or aiding in the support of 
two or three other persons. 

It is not quite fair that women em- 
ployés should be paid on a lower scale 
than men, but this is almost universal- 
ly true, even where women are doing 
*‘ work identical with men. But where 
women are carrying as great domestic 
responsibility and burden it is-not only 
unfair but unjust. ey

leads them either to misrepresent or 
to hide their circumstances, and the 
fact that they have one or more de- 
pendents is képt not only from their 
associates ‘but from their employers.

N nine years of daily attention to 

the subject of food I have changed 

myself over from a college teacher 

and writer to a cook. It is as a 
eook par excellence that I am willing 
to be known. Any one who casts any 
’ reflections on my ability to cook for 
anybody or anything has aroused my 
antagonism. | 

This does not mean that I cannot 
learn something every day. Not until 
I believed with all my heart and soul 
that if people would and could eat 
right they would never be ill, barring 
- accidents, did I take up cooking with 
the greatest zest. In addition I pride 
myself on the fact that I have in some 
measure raised the status of cookery. 
But there is a world of work yet to be 
done, and as a pledge of the new year 
I would like to ask everybody who has 
the most progressive ideas about food, 
or is in the way of attaining them, to 
work to this same end. 

Not a few of my friends apologize 
for me today, really, in introducing me 
to some stranger. They do it in vari- 
ous ways. Perhaps they say I am a 
dietitian, which I hope I am, because 
every cook should be. I am afraid that 
there is sometimes yet in my heart a 
sort of quiver. lest | my social status 
should seem lower than a woman of my 
education and intelligence should have 
when I describe myself as a cook. 

I am sorry it is so, and I am work- 
ing towards the day when it shall not 
be. Not until the intelligence of the 
whole world is raised will anybody, 
perhaps, dare to stand out and be as 
proud of being labeled cook as of being 
labeled doctor, professor, or even presi- 
dent.

Lately I have visited some public 
school work. The work looked about 
as poor as it could be. Every opera.

The stalks 
were exceedingly muddy and she was 
cutting them up without first wash- 
ing off the mud. The compost in 
which such things grow is rich in hun- 
dreds of kinds of objectionable dirt.

WASHABLE WASTE BASKETS. 

Pretty waagte baskets always add to 
@ room, and the sad part about most 
of our pretty things is that they be- 
come sofled all too soon. This is espe- 
cially true this year on account of the 
enforced use of soft coal. With the 
waste basket pictured here the cover 
of chintzs is snapped on and off and 
can be washed at your pleasure. 

The frame is Of wire, as pictured in 
Fig. 1. These frames, in many shapes, 
can be purchased in the department 
stores. Buy one yard of cotton or cot- 
ton and silk goods in a practical shade 
for your lining. Measure the base and 
top of your frame and cut this length 
in white taping one inch wide. You 
would better buy a bolt of this taping, 
as it can be used to advantage on many 
things. ..Measure your depth and cut 


your silk, shirring it on to the tape. 
Be careful to make your fullness even. 
all along. Now take the lining and pin 
it in so that you will get it straight, 
rolling the tape over the upper and 
lower wire. Sew this with heavy, 
coarse thread. Bind the joining near 


one of the side wires. 


From a heavy card board cover cut 
the size of the bottom of the basket, as 
shown in Fig. 2, covering with the lin- 
ing silk and fitting it in by pressing 
it down firmly. Take your white tape 
once again and sew it along the edge of 
the four sides, fitting your tape over 
the wire as you did with the lining. The 
outer surface, or the one which rests on 
the floor when the basket is finished, is

DRY CLEANING AT HOME, 
IRST find the spots. Beat and 
brush the garments free of loose 
dirt so that grease spots which 
naturally retain a coating of dust 
shall show up conspicuously. In strong 
sunshine mark every #pot with chalk 
or white thread, lest you miss some of 
them when the goods is wet. 

Prepare your cleaning agents. If 
you use gasoline or benzine run a cot- 
ton cloth through it to take up the 
water in it. If it is not dried in this 
way the moisture will sink into the 
goods you try to clean, and it Is well 
known that gasoline doesn’t work on 
wet material. Used gasoline should 
be filtered to take out the dirt. Get a 
sheet of filter paper of the druggist, 
cut a circle out of this, crease it several 
ways across the center, slip the point 
of the cone thus formed into a glass 
funnel, and pour the dirty gasoline 
through. 

For délicate work even water re- 
quires preparation. Cleaners’ direc- 
tions always specify “soft water.” It 
in doubt whether your tap water is too 
hard test it by this simple method: 
Dissolve a little castile soap in alcohol 
and put a few drops of the solution 
into a small quantity of cold water. If 
it turns milky it is too hard to be good 


for cleaning dress goods. Soften it by/ 


boiling (which drives off the carbon 
dioxide, causing the water to drop its 
minerals). Then if you are working on 
light materials let the boiled water 
stand till any suspended impurities 
have time to settle. This last is neces- 
sary with water temporarily boiled or 
that from a muddy source.

How to Make Jdavelle Water. 

Javelle water can be had of the 
dJruggist, but it is so easy to Nake it at 
nome that it seems a needless extrava- 
vance to buy.

If you will use gasoline or benzine 
remind yourself that the great cleaning 
establishments are so in terror of ex- 
plosions that they will not have a siu- 
gle window in the dry cleaning rooms 
open ‘on the level of the street lest the 
fumes should flame up in the light of 
some passer’s cigar and that employés 
are not allowed to wear boots with or- 
dinary nails in the heels for fear of 
striking sparks on the concrete floor. 
Then take your precautions accord- 
ingly. 

In gasolining a spot on suiting or 
broadcloth apply the liquid with a 
swab made from a piece of the same 
stuff; then there is no visible lint left 
on the garment. Lay the spot face 
down on a thick pad of old cotton or 
several thicknesses of blotter, so that 
the liquid will sink straight through, 
carrying the dirt albng with it. Rub

This 
often removes the grease without risk 
of spreading. The most cautious meth- 
od of all is to apply dry magnesia or 
French chalk to the silk, leaving it for 
hours, and repeating the treatment till 


the grease disappears.

Quick Spanging of Wool. 

If a wool suit is not spotted, yet is 
suspected of general soil, a swift way 
to freshen it is this: Press it all over 
under cloths dipped in white soapsuds. 
The dirt has more affinity for the 
soapy cloth than for the wool, as you'll 
see by the grime that changes sides. 

Light gowns of voile or marquisette, 
afflicted with general grime near the 
hem, can often be restored without 
laundering if powdered magnesia Jis 
sifted over the soiled parts, rubbed in, 
and allowed to lie over night.

Francis I. started France out on her 
road.of art glory. Unlike others who 
had filled his job before him, he didn’t 
set his mind on religious idealism. He 
developed a strong commercial social 
ideal. He became interested in archi- 
tecture, lovely furnishings, and decora- 
tions. He swept away a large part of 
the old Gothic stuff and studied the 
Italian Renaissance. It fascinated him. 
He caught the glow and richness of it, 
and traveled his royal self to Italy, 
where he persuaded some of the best 
artists to return to France ~7ith him. 

As Francis admired beautiful fab- 
rics, he naturally was interested in find- 
ing beautiful carriers for these fabrics, 
so he invited to his court the love- 


~liest of Women. It is recorded that he 


was a flirtatious gentleman, but that 


is no business of ours. However, his 
love affairs developed a new attitude 
toward domestic and social relations, 
which expressed itself throughout the 


realm, 


When Louis XIV. ascended the 
throne there were wild extravagances. 
Milliners, ‘fabric ‘makers, interior dec- 
orators, designers of robes and man- 
teaux, all struggled to gain the good 
will and patronage of the court beau- 
ties. Admiration for the arts became 
the fashion, and there developed new 
forms of social etiquette. All this was 
dominated by feminine influences. The 


‘palace at Versailles became a vast 


stage setting for social pageants. The 
furnishings had not as yet assembled 
themselves into the French style and 
were so intermixed of mode as to be a 
bit untranslatable. The colors were a 
readaptation of the Italian Renaissance 
—dark green, blue, rich deep crimson 
tones, and gold. As the period pro- 
gressed, colors lightened, and still fur- 
ther along more colors were used. 


With Louis XV. came medifications 
of decorative effects. Special atten- 
tion was given to walls and ceilings, 
lovely paneled effects were created, 
with suitable restful blank spaces for 
display of delicately lacquered and 
painted furniture. Furniture became 
smaller in scale and mor® graceful. 
The most expensive woods were used. 
Fragile taffetas and delicate brocades 
were applied. Chairs, divans, and con- 
soles were beautifully shaped and 
carved. 

There was usyally a quality of refine- 
ment, as if each designer were ¢n- 
deavoring to be a bit more exauisite 
than his fellow craftsman. Sometimes 
he ran away with himself, as witness 
the application of metal ornamenta- 
tion on fragile wood and on the rock 
shell motif combined with the Flemish 
scroll. - Decorations were used so lav- 
ishly that they actually became the 
structural facts, defying the good old 
rule that structure must dominate dec- 
oration. 

Then came along the naturalistic 
idea that expressed the social ideals 
for which the nation stood. In tapes- 


was not perfection, it was rather ex- 
perimental. 

But it was the beginning of what is 
now known as the Frerch style. It 
was the formation of an esthetic ideal. 
And, needless to say, it ail cost the 
French nation a great deal of money. 
When Louis XVI. came into power the 
people had started to do a little think- 
ing—the people who had not rested 
upon golden divans and who had not 
carried snuff boxes of g eat value. 

Everything in the way of wall deco- 
rations, “furniture, hangings, and_tex- 
tiles was toned a bit. French art ex- 
pression became saner. Greater regard 
was given to the assembling of house- 
hold chattels. Walls and furniture 
found a certain relationship that they 
did not have in the first days of the 
palace at Versailles, where extrava- 
gance displayed itself without consid- 


eration for the complete effect. There 
were fewer inconsistencies. There was 
brought about a balance in motif, scale, 
material, and color. We wonder if the 
little Marie Antoinette, simple and 
childish, didn’t have something to do 
with it. Certainly the costly, over- 
decorated stuff of the household of 
Louis XV. could not have appealed 
strongly to the little Austrian princess 
with her inherent desire for simple 
things. 

Everything that had been confusion 
in the way of art design righted itself. 
Motifs were smaller. Color sought 
color with greater discrimination. Flo- 
rette patterns followed the naturalistic 
designs that were not dlways in good

VERY kitchen, be it ever so fru- 
gal and its meals most carefully 
planned, is bound to have some 
waste. In the well managed 

household of average size, this is not 
Suiuicient to feed a pair of chickens, 
while in others huge twenty and forty- 
gallon garbage cans are filled daily to 
overflowing. One housewife prides her- 
self in keeping down the cost of the 
cuisine, while another considers it an 
achievement to raise all the pork re- 
quirements with the kitchen waste. 


This is expensive pork. It takes 
about four pounds of concentrates to 
produce a pound of pork. If that can 
be done with 10 cents’ worth of corn, 
it is profitable; if it must be done with 
a dollar’s worth of kitchen waste, it is 
highly unprofitable. Such a waste-fed 
porker would cost $200 to $225 on the 
hoof. It would be cheaper to select 
one at the stockyards for $35, three 
others at the same price to wait on 
his highness, and provide four taxis to 
bring them home in state. :

fect. It imposes a $500 fine, 
or six months’ imprisonment, on the 
person found guilty of selling a the 
ater ticket for more than a 60 per cent 
advance on the pr.ce stamped upon 
the face of the ticket. Also the specu- 
lator is obliged to pay a $250 annual 
license fee to the city and is forbidden 
the use of the curbstone and darkened 
doorways as office locations. 

This law will undoubtedly tame 
many of the speculators who have 
been running wild of late, but it is 
quite as certain to put this thought 
into the minds of the managers: If 
my attraction was worth from $3 to 
$5 to the public that bought of the 
specs it still must be worth the same 
amount when they are buying of me.

EMEMBER, girls, if you 
know how to make your- 
selves and those about you 
comfortable you'll be much 

happier, have many more friends than 

So the 
sister in charge of the domestic science 
school of St. Mary’s Home for Children 

(Episcopal), 2822 West Jackson boule- 

vard, frequently reminds her pupils. 

Not because this ts the highest argu- 

ment available but because it is an ar- 

gument that appeals to comfort loving 
youngsters and because it is an argu- 
ment that almost every one can under- 
stand. ‘ 

The domestic science school doesn’t 
give diplomas, but it starts every stu- 
dent out in life with a thorough knowl- 
edge of housekeeping and. home mak- 


ing eouched in modern terms and deal- 


ing with modern problems. At the 
conclusion of its two year course any 
bright girl graduate knows how to man- 


The Domestic Science school has 
been three years in successful opera- 
tion. Its pleasant living and work 
rooms, the spotless, airy sleeping 
rooms shared each by two girls, offer 
a capacity of fourteen pupils There 
are at present but five vacancies, this 
being an unusual number. The pupils 
are drawn from many Chicago locall- 
ties and widely varying social groups. 

St.. Mary’s Home for Children, of 
which the Domestic Sclence school is. 
an outgrowth, takes residents to the 
number of 126, from infancy to the 
age of 14. The residents attend the 
adjacent public school, and just what 
to do with them after their grammar 
grades graduation long remained « 
problem to the home authorities. ‘A 
girl of 14 or 15 is too young to go 
out to work unsheltered, in the opin- 
ion of the sisters of St. Mary and 
their sustaining outer world friends 
and associates. 

Whenever a resident of the home 
manifests unusual ability an effort 
is made, by ald of interested friends 
and benefactors, to continue her edu- 
cation. Several “St. Mary's girls” 
have gone throtigh the Chicago high 
schools to Chicago and Northwestern 
universities.

The Baptist northern canvention 
through its laymen has planned a vic- 
tory campaign which will end-April 1, 


the financial objective of whichis. the 
raising of $6,000,000 for work outside 
the local churches. This will mean 
the raising of $2,500,000 more than last 
year. ; 

The laymen wers responsible last 


year for a special bidget of an extra 
$1,000.000 because of war emergencies. 
An enlistment week, having for its ob- 
.fect spiritual results, was held in many 
ehurches last November, but will be 
continued into this year because so 
many churches were hindered from 
completing their plans by the influ- 
enza epidemic. 
For Ministers’ Pensions. 
The Congregational churches -will 


geek to raise a. fund of $5,006,000 
for old age, pensions for ministers. 
This is to be the permanent Pilgrim 


memorial fund, in celebration of the 
ter-centenary of the landing of the 
Pilgrims at Piymouth Rock, ante 
in 1620. 

The put on an 
every member drive on Dec 8 in 
which it was the intention to reach 
every member of every church through- 
out the denomination. It was estimated 
by the secretary of the National Coun- 
ceil of Congregational Churches that 80 
per cent of the churches either did or 
will soon make the canvass afid_ that 
there’ will be at least 106,000 ‘more 
persons in the Congregational churches 
who will contribute to missions this 
year who did not contribute Jast year. 

The Disciples of Christ completed 
last year the men and millions fund 
of $6,300,000, $1,000,258 emergency 
war fund, subscribed on the Install- 
ment plan. This fund of $6,300,000. 
was begun before the war by a piedge 
of $1,000,000 by R. A. Long of Kansas 
City. 

For next vear the organization per- 
fected by this drive will be utilized 
to obtaitt the estimated budget for gen- 
era! benevolent objects of $2,237,737, 

Task of Lutherans, > 

The Lutherans compieted last year 
the merger of the general synod, the 
general council, and the united synod 
of the south, forming the United Luth- 
eran Church of America with a bap- 
tized membership of 1,250,000. The 
special task of this year, the. Waders 
say, is to perfect the working details 
of the merger so as to produce sym- 
metry and unity. Other mergers of 
synods are hoped for. A _ national 
Lutheran council has been formed 
representing synods which have ®@ 
baptized membership of 2,500,000. 

The Lutheran churches raised for 
war work last year $1,865,000. They 
plan enlarged missionary activity for 
next year. 

The Methodist Episcopal] church wil’ 
celebrate this year the one hundredt? 
anniversary of the founding of the 
home and foreign missionary societies 
with a centenary program which calls 
for the raising of $85,000,000 in five 
years.

In rural reconstruction 1,000 centers 
have been decided on for the establish- 
ment of community churches where 
recreational facilities will be installed. 
Several hundred thousand dollars will 
be used for the giving of a’college edu- 
gation to returning soldiers and sailors.

struction in France, where work has 
already begun.

is Jupiter. Its identity cannot 

be mistaken, for it outshines 

even the brilliant Sirius with a steady 

blue-white luster. It is in the constel- 

lation of Gemini, not far from the 

two first magnitude stars of Castor 
and Pollux. 

Jupiter is the largest planet in the 
solar system. It is 1,300 times the 
size of the earth, and, in fact, exer- 
cises the power of a small sun over its 
immediate neighborhood, Its broad 
disc is streaked with belts, which are 
caused by currents of wind which 
circle the vast ball. Jupiter is hot and 
its atmosphere is full of dense clouds, 
which, when drawn out by the winds, 
give the planet the appearance of 
being banded, 


Jupiter is attended by four moons. 
A pair of binoculars or a spyglass will 
show them well. They would be read- 
fly visible to the naked eye if they 
were not so near to the immensely 
brighter Jupiter. Although they ap-

Have these distinguished amateurs ever heard 
of,“ divide and conquer”? Or, having heard of 
it, do they imagine that the advice was to the 
would-be conqueror to take off an arm and a leg 
and conquer with the remaining limbs? 


With the Panama canal the American navy is 
a navy of two seas even if its peace post or war 
post is in one sea—if the Panama canal is prop- 
erly profected.

-citizenship benefits in navalism. It is police work 
and little else. A navy is a police force. A citizen 
army is a school of citizenship and nationalism. 
There are no nationalistic by-products in navalism. 
For Great Britain there is security in it. For Great 
Britain there is no security without it. 


What the United States needs is a navy big 
enough to mop up if any other nation except Great 
Britain undertakes an aggression against our in- 
terests and safety. We can deal with Great Britain, 
which does not threaten us, by the intimation, 
plentifully backed with sufficient strength, to take 
Canada away from her if she does not behave. 

- Our proper navy policy would be for a navy big 
enough to command the respect of Great Britain 
and not so large as to threaten her, large enough 
to clean up anything else in the world, maintained 
as an effective fighting unit and able as such a 
unit to reach any threatened point at the time it 
was needed. 

Give us, then, a citizen army, trained under uni- 
versal service, the second navy in the world, and 


the United States is secure.

Arsenic, strychnine, and other poisonous drugs may 
also do harm, but who would sanction the wholesale 
condemnation of such dmigs used in their proper 


No person with two teeth can masticate his food, 
yet Dr. Evans advocates their use instead of having 
well fitted dentures to restore these lost organs. 


It is true, and no good dentist will deny, that dis- 
ease may be contracted by diseased teeth, but he 


does mot believe in retaining diseased teeth in the

work. The Medical Research Board 
of the Council of National Defense has 
been experimenting with a view to solv- 
ing some of these problems. Discoveries 
made in great part by them have added 
10,000 feet to the altitude at which men 
ean fly and gradually they are’ working 
out factors of safety. 

The air consists of one part oxygen 
and four. parts nitrogen-in round fig- 
ures. The oxygen is the active agent in 
sbreathing. Nitrogen ig a very valuable 
agent for some purposes, but so far 
as the needs of animals for breath are 
concerned the only reason for it in the 
air is to dilute the oxygen. 


Many of us have the idea that because 
a little oxygen is good for us more would 
be better. Asa matter of fact, air that 
contains.more oxygen than one part in 
five is harmful. Furthermore, while ft 
may appeal to our imaginations, to 
breathe that unsually active form of oxy- 
gen known ‘as ozone nothing could be 
worse for us than to bg compelled to 
breathe ozone for any length of time. A 
little of it for a short time we can stand, 
but the limit of safety is soon passed.

In addition to oxygen and nitrogen 
atmospheric air always contains some 
watery vapor, some carbonic acid gas, 
and traces of rare elements. The pro- 
portion of carbonic acid ordinarity is 
about 4 parts per 10,000. -When air 
passes through human lungs it gains 
enough carbonic acid to raise the pro- 
portion -to 4.34 parts per 100 and it 
loses 4.94 of its 20.96 parts of oxygen. 

The experimenters took advantage of 
this to produce atmospheres of the same 
composition as these at different levels 
above sea'‘level. The air expired from 
the lungs passed through an aikali which 
took the carbonic acid gas out of it. 
It then passed to the breathing cham- 
ber, where it was rebreathed. 


Every time it went through the ‘une 
it was robbed of about 20 per cent of 
its oxygen. After the process of re- 
breathing had been carried on for a few 
minutes the air was as poor in oxygen 

as is the atmosphere 25,000 to 35, 000 feet 
pete e the sea level. 


The experimenters duplicated the qual- 
itles and conditions of the atmosphere 
at various levels and subjected the men 
experimented on to these changed con- 
ditious and watched the effect. They 
found that some men could stand an ele- 
vation of 35,000 feet without any ill 
effects if they were supplied with oxy- 
gen from an oxygen apparatus. 

If the proportion of oxygen in tHe 
air fell from the normal, nearly |. 21 
per cent, to, say, 6 per cent, the men 
were very liable to faint. If men who 
had been in air that was around 10 
per cent oxygen were quickly changed to 
air with an oxygen percentage of 21 
per cent the men were liable to faint. 

When the amount of oxygen in the air 
began to decrease it was possible to no- 
tice faint effects. But the body usually 


was able to turn on a little more steam » 


and overcome these effects. 


that he was not to par. When the 
proportion of oxygen‘had fallen to about 
14 or 16 per cent most of the men were 
cognizant of the fact that the air was 
rarer and that they were breathing under 
difficulties, 

Men varied very much itn their capac- 
ity to withstand low oxygen. Of course, 
the man with heart disease who cannot 
stay in a room the windows of which are 
down and who can only sleep sitting up 
or with several pillows under his head— 
such a man cannot stay in air from which 
any oxygen has been exhausted. But 
even strong men who have passed other 
tests for aviators sometimes showed an 
inability to work in thin alr. 

Some were“Pretty comfortable in air 
as rare as that at 35,000 feet and others 
showed signs of trouble when conditions 
a thousand feet up were duplicated. 
Therefore, Dr. Henderson and his help- 
érs averaged tests ahd in order to 
do so expeditiously they built a steel 
chamber capable of holding eight men 
and then they altered the atmospheric 
conditions in this chamber at will. 


The men himself did not notice _ 


The principal effect on breathing was 
increase in depth of respiration. A few 


breathed more rapidly, but the majority * 


either did not increase their rates of 
respiration or élse increased it by only 
two breaths a minute. A man ordinarily 
breathes about sixteen times a minute, 
and the volume of air breathed about 8.5 
litres (quarts). 

The incoming air current proceeds 
about as far as the large bronchi, while 
from that on the air changes by what 
is known as diffusion. When the oxygen 
in the atmosphere is reduced the breath- 
ing is deeper, and as much as fourteen 
liters (quarts) is breathed per minute. 
Some men breathed as much as thirty- 
seven liters, when the atmosphere cor- 
responded to that at 28,000 feet. 

Most men commenced to breathe no- 
ticeably deeper when the oxygen fell 
to 16 per cent. When the oxygen in 
the air begins to go down the pulse 
begins to rise.

He then makes his patient 
hop around the room or “walk briskly 
up the steps, and when the heart is 
pumping rapidly, embarrassed by the 
exercise, he listens again with a fair 
certainty that he will find a murmur or 
some other irregularity. 

The new method proposed by the re- 
search board is to attach the man to 
an air rarefying apparatus as he sits 
in a cliair.

and the tissues below it attended to. Prob 
ably the sooth should “7 removed. 


NO DANGER.

‘It is to him, too, that we owe the 
fascinating background against which 
the richly costumed characters in “ The 
Man Who Married a Dumb Wife” 
stand like so many more strokes of 
color from the same magico brush. 
- There opened last week at the Arts 
club an exhibition of Mr. Jones’ work 
and of paintings by Mary Foote. A 
_group of sketches drawn by Robert 
we ones for a recent Red Cross drive fatr- 
haunts one There is Rapine;/” 
an ape with a huge, gaping, scarlet 
mouth; “ Pestilence,” a woman's figure 
dripping abominations from fingers 
and robe, like a gigantic snow idol of 
evil melting into impotency under the 
rays of a righteous sun; “Terror,” a 
shyddering mummy wrapped in its 
death bands; and “ Pain,” a gray ghost 
with a clay skin drawn taut over her 
sharp bones, and ropes of ashen hair 
falling from the ghastly skull of her 
head. Surely these are horrors enough 
to trail in the wake of war, 

A wall is devoted by Mr. Jones to his 
va¥ious designs for Til Eulenspiegel. 
The chateleine in particular is a gor 
geous creature in flowing robes of 
yellow-green and a yellow, flaring, 
pointed—hat that nearly touches the 
sky.’ Stix scenes from “The Cenci” 
in black and white are of interest. Pos 
sibly the sketches for “Henry V.” are 
the most vivid. In one is shown a flery 
pit, a whirlpool of orange and red light, 
between two rugged mountain walls 
of Stygian black. A troop of soldiers 
are silhouetted against the glow, the 
long, thin blades of their bayonets 
charging the heart of that ungodly 
sky. It is an extravagant, wonder 
scene of war, 


Im. a further gallery hang ~ the 
paintings by Mary Foote. 
number of portraits and a charming 
group of flower pieces. The blossoms 
call forth unstinted, unqualified praise, 
_ but the portraits cannot command 
such generous appreciation. Certain 
ones among them are good. To the 
rest it were more gracious to grant 
but a meed of silence. ' 

The portrait of Mrs. John A. Car 
penter is by all odds the strongest of 
the likenesseseof women.

The portrait of Jo Davidson, the 
sculptor, is masterly.

“older school than Paul Manship, be 
ing a contemporary of Paul Bartlett. 
The portrait is rather Whistlerian, in- 
asmuch as it is an enchanting, unflat- 
tering caricature that lacks all touch 
of sarcasm or cynicism. One could 
apply the word “jolly” to it, were not 
“jolly” a term of doubtful aesthetic 
parentage.

win the parks of Chicago as I doubt if 
poy but a painter’s eye could have dis- 
overed. Certainly the average hur 
ried citizen passing the thickets behind 
which these fantasies lurk, and keep- 
ing himself strictly to the paths, must 
have the wonders spelled out before 
Sim fn print before he will grant them 
entrance to his crowded consciousness. 

Mr. Ouren is a capital speller. As 
one passes from sketch to sketch in his 
exhibit the rare loveliness of each bit 
is doubled and trebled with the advent 
of every new twist in the painter’s path 
that has enticed him to spread other 
wonder scenes at our careless feet. 

There is a pool where lilies blow, 
Around its waiters trie grow—

One travels with Mr. Ouren to the 
Land of the Midnight Sun in a sketch 
or two. There is a desolate scene, 
grim and rugged, of Ulfs Fjord, Nor- 
way. A stretch of rocky beach lies 
by the sea and the pebbles are as thick 
as sand. The cold, gray tide of the 
North sea washes up against it, eating 
little by little into its heart. Drawn 
up upon the beach are high protved 
boats, the fishing vessels of the 
Norsemen. Across the water loom 
snow covered mountains thrusting 
their rough summits into the cloud 
fleeced sky. 

There is, too,. “From Trondhjem, 
Norway,” an enticing village with red 
walled, snow gabled and snow encircled 
houses. Lights make blue shadows on 
the white paths. Children are playing 
with a sled, their cheeks red as our 
winter apples, muffled in heavy wraps 
to keep that jester, Jack Frost, at a 
comfortable distance. 

“Winter” is but a tiny color sketch 
in white and gray, but it Is the loveliest 
of the winter scenes. A thin stream 
edges between white snowbanks, itself 
filmed with ice. Naked, brown trees, 
bearing a few yellow leaves, reach out

from the white depths. Clouded shad- 
ows lie on the snow where the winter 
sun smiles. 


Back to Chicago we come in “Boy 
Fishing in the Park.” The canvas is 
full of warm color. A wealth of flow- 
ers and foliage makes a fairy waste of 
the distance. About the lake a path 
winds. Reeds fringe the pool, and 
other blossoms sigh their perfume into 
the bosom of the passing wind. ‘ihe 
child is utterly content with his sport. 
Too much content almost. Verily he 
has captured a mighty denizen of the 
deep. He is bent double, dragging 
upon his pole, which seemingly an 
equally terrific pull is straining from 
him into the waters of the pond. One 
doubts this bit of by-play, but forgives 
it in the same breath, for its setting 
would make anything excusable. 

The comission for the encouragement 
of local art has made its annual pur- 
chases of paintings for installation in 
public buildings and schools of the city.

E bright star which is shining 

directly in the east this evening 

is Jupiter. Its identity cannot 

be mistaken, for it outshines 
even the brilliant Sirius with a steady 
blue-white luster. It is in the constel- 
lation of Gemini, not far from the 
two first magnitude stars of Castor 
and Pollux. 

Jupiter is the largest planet in the 
solar system. It is 1,300 times the 
size of the earth, and, in fact, exer- 
cises the power of a smal! sun over its 
immediate neighborhood. Its broad 
disc is streaked with belta, which are 
caused by currents of wind which 
circle the vast ball. Jupiter is hot and 
its atmosphere is full of dense clouds, 
which, when drawn out by the winds, 
give the planet the appearance of 
being banded, \ 


Jupiter is attended by four moons. 
A pair of binoculars or a spyglass will 
show them well. They would be read- 
fly visible to the naked eye if they 
were not so near to the immensely 
brighter Jupiter.

We have Canada—let it be said with considera- 
tion for Canadian feeling—as a security for British 
good behavior—can have it if we are sensible 
enough to maintain a citizen army. There are no 
citizenship benefits in navalism. It is police work 
and little else. A navy is a police force. A citizen 
army is a school of citizenship and nationalism. | 
There are no nationalistic by-products in navalism. 
For Great Britain there is security in it. For Great 
Britain there is no security ‘without it. 

What the United States needs is a navy big 
enough to mop up if any other nation except Great 
Britain undertakes an aggression against our in- 
terests.and safety. We can deal with Greet Britain, 
which does not threaten us, by the intimation, 
plentifully backed with sufficient strength, to take 
Canada away from her if she does not behave. 

Our proper navy policy would be for a navy big 
enough to command the respect of*Great Britain 
and not so large as to threaten her, large enough 
to clean up anything else in the world, maintained 
as an effective fighting unit and able as such a 
unit to reach any threatened point at the time it 
was needed. 

Give us, then, a citizen army, trained under uni- 
versal service, the second navy in the world, and 
the United States is secure.

REASONS FOR FLYING ACCIDENTS. 


ARLY in the war the government 

selected a group of scientists with 

Prof. Yandall Henderson of Yale 

‘as their head to conduct research 
on the atmosphere at different levels. The 
object of these studies was to discover 
why accidents occur in flying and then 
to work out methods of prevention. With 
the mechaniés of flying machines this 
group of scientists had nothing to do. 
Their research dealt wholly with the 
human machine. 

They: were: to determine the 
of the human machine: to the physical 
and chemical variations in the atmos- 
phere at different levels. For instance, 
some men had lost their lives because 
when more than: five miles up they had 
lost consciousness because of the thin- 
ness of the air or because of the cold. 
On the other hand, men descending 
to the earth from great -heights have 
lost consciousness and been killed be- 
cause of the effects of the denser air 
near the ground. 

Research men know a good deal about 
the composition of the atmosphere seven 
and more miles up, but before the air 
routes can be called reasonably safe 
it is necessary to do much experimental 
work. ‘The Medical Research Board 
of the Council of National Defense has 
been experimenting with a view to solv- 
ing some of these problems. Discoveries 
made in great part by them have added 


10,000 feet to the altitude at which men- 


can fly and gradually they are working 
out factors of safety. 

The air consists of one part oxygen 
and four parts nitrogen in round fig- 
ures. The oxygen is the active agent in 
breathing. Nitrogen is a very valuable 
agent for some purposes, but so far 
as the needs of animals for breath are 
concerned the only reason for it in the 
air is to dilute the oxygen. ’ 

Many of us have the idea that because 
a little oxygen is good for us more woula 
be better. As a matter of fact, air that 
contains more oxygen than one part in 
five is-harmful. Furthermore, while it 
may appeal to our imaginations to 
breathe that unsually active form of oxy- 


_gen known as ozone nothing could be 


worse for us than to be compelled to 
breathe ozone for any length of time. A 
little of tt for a short timé we can stand, 


' but the limit of safety is soon passed. 


Moral—Don’t let any man humbug you 
with an ozone machine. ; 

In addition to oxygen and nitrogen 
atmospheric air always contains some 
watery vapor, some carbonic acid gas, 
and traces of rare elements. The pro- 
portion of carbonic acid ordinarily ‘is 
about 4 parts per 10,000. When air 
passes through human lungs it gains 
enough carbonic acid to raise the pro- 
portion to 4.34 parts per -100 and it 
loses 4.94 of its 20.96 parts of oxygen. 

The experimenters took. advantage of 
this to preduce atmospheres of the same 
composition as these at different levels 
above sea level. The air expired from 


| the lungs passed through an alkali which 


took the carbonic acid gas. out of It. 
It then passed to the breathing cham- 
ber, where it was rebreathed. 


Every time it went through the lung 
it was robbed of about 20 per cent of 
its oxygen. After the process of re- 
breathing had been carried on for a few 
minutes the air was as poor in oxygen 
as is the atmosphere 25,000 to 35,000 feet 
above the sea level. 


The experimenters duplicated the qual- 
ities and conditions of the atmosphere 
at various levels and subjected the men 
experimented on to these changed con- 
ditious and watched the effe@t. They 
found that some men could stand an ele- 


vation of 35,000 feet without any ill. 


effects if they were supplied with oxy- 
gen from an oxygen apparatus. 


If the proportion of oxygen in the’ 


air fell from the normal, nearly 21 
per cent, to, say, 6 per cent, the men 
were very Hable to faint. If men who 
had been in air that was around 10 
per cent pxygen were quickly changed to 
air with an oxygen percentage of 21 
per cgnt the men were liable to faint. 

When the amount of oxygen in the air 
began to decrease it was possible to no- 
tice faint effects. But the body tsually 
was able to turn on a little more steam 
and overcome these effects. 

The men himself probably did not notice 
that he was not up to par. When the 
praportion of oxygen had fallen to about 
14 or 16 per cent most of the men were 
cognizant of the fact that the air was 


‘rarer and that they were breathing under 


difficulties. 

Men varied very much tn their capac- 
ity to withstand low oxygen. Of course, 
the man with heart disease who cannot 
stay in a room the windows of which are 
down and who can only sleep sitting up 
or with several pillows under his head~— 
such a man cannot stay in air from which 
any oxygen has been exhausted. But 
even strong men who have passed other 
tests for aviators sometimes showed an 
inability to work in thin air. 

Some were pretty comfortable in air 
as rare as that at 35,000 feet and others 
showed signs of trouble when conditions 
a thousand feet up were duplicated. 
Therefore, Dr. Henderson and his help- 
ers averaged tests and in order to 


do so expeditiously they built a steel 
‘chamber capable of holding eight men 
and then they altered the atmospheric. 


conditions in this chamber at will. 


The principal effect on breathing was 
increase in depth of respiration. A few 


breathed more rapidly, but the —- 


either did not increase their rates 
respiration or else increased it by er 
two breaths a minuté. A man ordinarily 
breathes about sixteen times a minute, 
and the volume of air breathed about 8.5 
litres (quarts). 

‘The incoming air -eurrent proceeds 
about as far as the large bronchi, while 
from that on the air changes by what 
is known as diffusion. When the oxygen 
in the atmosphere is réduced the breath- 
ing is deeper, and as much as fourteen 
liters (quarts) is,breathed per minute. 
Some men breathed as much as thirty- 
seven liters, when the atmosphere cor- 
responded to that at 28,000 feet. 

Most men commenced to breathe no- 
ticeably deeper when the oxygen fell 
to 16 per cent. When the oxygen in 
the air begins to go down the pulse

until it reaches about fifty beats (say, a 
rise from 72 to 122).

begin to slow down. If the pulse slows

PRIMARY comment may be made on the miscon- 

ception of the sentiment of honour among men of 

this school; which may fairly be described as the 
Semi-Pacifist school. The fallacy runs through number- 
less passages condemning private and public ° combat, 
‘dlassing a battle with a duel, or a duel with a murder. 
But Mr. Perla has put the blunder In a compact and con- 
spicuous form on the first pages of his book, in a quota- 
tion from some professor, which he takes as a sort of 
motto for it. “To argue that a nation’s honour must be 
defended by the blood of its citizens, if need’ be, is quite 
meaningless, for any nation, though profoundly right in 
its contention, might be defeated at the hands of a su- 
perior force exerted on behalf of an unjust and unrighteous 
cause. What becomes of national honour then?” 


The answer is that national honour is then vindicated: 
in the only way in which it can be vindicated. It is of 
the very essence. of honour that it is not lost by {allure to 
defeat the oppressor; but is lost by.failure to defy him. 
This is true even in thé case of a duel; and even in the 
case of a bad duel.

I., queen of Baireuth, did not 
intrigue the attention of the 
world, whose ears are filled with 
the rumors of mightier happenings, 
yet with her death will pass the fa-

’ not even his admirers, dared pre- 
tend that Siegfried Wagner would 
ever succeed his father on the mu- 
sical throne. For a brief span Co- 
sima entertained high hopes for her 
son’s future. He’ had been coached by Humperdinck and 
Richter. His operas were produced in European capitals, 
but to ne avai). He could not fill the éhadow of his sire, 
much less write a bar of music worth whistling. Wotan 
had fathered a Parsifal Jr. and Baireuth sympathized with 
Cosima’s. disappointment. It was the second sorrow of a 
life erowded with happiness. In 1883 the man she adored 
a3 4 god died on her bosom at Venice. That tragic event 
transformed her from a loving wife to the sternly ambt- 
tlous woman Who ruled the destinies of Baireuth for thirty 
‘Years. In 1913 the third surrow came to her in the unwel- 
come shape of copyright expiration. The music of Wags- 
ner was free fo every country.

Well Under Way 


BY S. E. BRADT. 
{Superintendent of Highways.) 


E fact that the $60,000,000 IIlt- 
nois road bond issue carried by 
a popular majority of over 500,- 
000 is evidence that the people of 
nis state are thoroughly in earnest 
in their demand for a system of roads 
suitable to meet the requirements of 
modern traffic. The further fact that 
the proposition -was carried by a popu- 
lar majerity in every county of the 
tate shows that the sentiment is not 
ocal, but prevails throughout the state 
ind that every community will want 
-elief at the earliest possible moment, 

It is not generally understood, how- 
ever, that certain preliminaries are 
necessary before construction can be 
actually begun. While the law names 
the towns and cities that must be con- 
nected by the system, it leaves to the 
department of public works and build- 
ings the duty of determining the exact 
route to be improved between the 
places named. 


Engineering parties making recon- 
naissance surveys are now at work in 
lifferent parts of the state collecting 
information as to available routes, the 
somparative cost of improving the dif- 
ferent routes, the topography and the 
service which they will render to the 
yeople of the state. With this infor- 
mation the department of public works | 
and buildings will make a definite de- 
cision as to the roads to be improved.
